Extensive research has been carried out on the photosensitizing of 
photographic emulsions without the effect of light. This research has two objectives, 
namely, to determine if possible the type of material being employed by the Germans 
which is capable of developmemt on dry transfer to photographic paper and subsequent - 
development without the influence of light and also to develop an offensive material 
which will be even simpler and more secure than methods now in use by the Bureau. 
Because of the extensive nature of this research the detailed steps in this develop— 
ment to date dre not being set out herein, but will be reported as a separate research 
upon completion. This problem has been approached by first making an extensive search 
of the literature and organizing the work to carry on from that which has previously 
been done in comnection with the hydrogen peroxide theory of photo sensitivity. It 
has been found possible to make a secret message in the following fashion. A sheet of 
paper is brushed with a very dilute solution of rosin or linseed oil or other active 
unsaturated fatty material, utilizing such a small amount that its presence is not 
betrayed by any taste, feel or smell. A message is prepared by writing on a trans— 
parent material such as cellophane with an opaque ink such as Higgin's India Ink. The 
India ink writing is placed upon the sheet of treated paper and exposed to the suri- 
light so that the. India ink writing is between the paper and the sunlight, for a 
period of about 5 minutes. The hydrogen peroide produced by the catalysis of the 
breakdown of the oils in the paper is then detected in the form of readable writing 
by placing the paper in close contact with a photographic film of the unsensitized 
variety, such as ordinary commercial film. After about 18 hours! contact a satisfactory 
latent image is produced on the film which is capable of development. At no time does 
light enter into the process. The only problem which appears to remain at the present 
time in connection with this systen is to eliminate the possibility of fluorescence 
of the oils in the paper probably -by selection of a material which does not change in 
its fluorescent quality upon exposure to ultraviolet. The same results can be secured 
with an ordinary ultraviolet source, either filtered or unfiltered.

on a smooth glass. A dry sheet is placed on top of the first sheet and 
the message written with a Faber No. 2 pencil, The wet sheet is then 
placed between blotters. When it is dry, a letter of some business 
nature is typed at right angles to the original message, When letter 
reached destination, it is thrown in a receptacle with water and the 
secret message read with ease.
